The Sheriff of Jersey County, UL, 1s 
searching for two burglars who tried 
to enter the Hotel Chautauqua at Piasa 
Chautauqua Tuesday night and engaged 
in a revolver battle with the night clerk 
and the steward, in which William de 
Mombrum,. the night olerk, had a nar- 
row escape from being shot through the 
head, a bullet passing through the rim 
of his straw hat. 

A dozen shots were exchanged by 
the four men at close range, but none 
off them was hurt. The burglars 
disappeared in a dark hollew between 
the bluffs. 

There are forty guests still at the 
hetel and the shots and commotion 
caused a good deal of excitement and 
alarm among them. 

Between 11 and 12 the steward, Oscar 
Bnoddy, who was in his reom on the 
third floor. heard a noise in the back 
yard. Looking down he saw two men 
at one of the kitchen windows. Partial- 
ly dressing, Snoddy ran downstairs.

Attempt to Kill. 


BEATEN, HE TESTIFIES, 
WHILE OUT DRIVING 


Says He Had Been Warned by 
Defendant That He Would Be 
Killed Unless He Ceased At- 
tentions to Jessie Edwards. 


Louis E. Guenther, city salesman for 
the American Brewing Co., is on trial 
in Cirevit Court at Clayton on the 
charge of assault to kill, alleged to 
have been committed on Charles E. 
Salveter at Busche's Grove on the Clay- 
ton road, July 16, 1906. 

There were upwards of twenty wit- 
nesses In the courtroom, but Judge Mc- 
Elhinney had them all taken out, 580 
that they would not hear each other's 
testimony. 

Charles E. Salveter was the first wit- 
ness. He gave his address as 5842 Clem- 
ens avenue and stated that he had 
known Guenther for eight months. 

In answer to questions he related 
what occurred on the day on which 
Guenther is alleged to have assaulted 
him. He said: 

“Jessie Edwards of 2626 Lucas avenue 
called me up about 56 o'clock that after- 
noon and said she wanted to go driving. 
We drove out to Busche’s grove and 
inte the wagon yard. I got out and as 
I turned to give the driver half a dollar 
Guenther struck me from behind with a 
billy and with a revolver and knocked 
me down. 


Threat to Kill. 

“He applied an epithet to me and said 
he was going to kill me. He kicked 
me while I was down. I got up and 
struck him with my cane. I received 
nine wounds on..the head and was 
bruised about the body and chest.” 
He was asked if Guenther had ever 
threatened him. 

“He called me up several times,”’ said 
Salveter, ‘‘and told me that he would 
kill me if I didn't quit going with Miss 
Edwards. I told him I didn’t have 
anything to do with the woman. He 
said he would kill me the first time he 
saw me with her.”’ 

At the suggestion of Johnston he un- 
tied a bundle he had carried to the 
stand with him and exhibited the gar- 
ments he wore the day of the alleged 
assault. There was a white shirt and 
collar and gray flannel coat and trou- 
sers, all blood-stained. He laid them 
across his knees and they remained 
there during the remainder of his ex- 
amination and cross-examination.

HEADS OF ALL NATIONS 
GIVE ROOSEVELT CREDIT 


Peace Pact to Be Signed in 
Same Room Where Envoys 
Made Historic Agreement— 
Called Treaty of Portsmouth,

OYSTER BAY, L. lL, Aug. ®W— 
Crowned heads of*the world unite with 
distinguished statésmen of America and 
Europe in according the glory of peace 
between Russia and Japan to President 
Roosevelt. 

Throughout last night and tcday tele- 
grams of congratulations poured in on 
the President in a great flood. They 
came from persons of high degreé and 
of low. and from all quar.ecrs of the 
civilized world. 

Among the first messages received 
was one from the King of England, as 
folows: oe “yt ewer yes 
““Marienbad, Aug. ® 

“The President: 

‘Let me be one of the first to con- 
gratulate you on the successful issue 
of the peace conference to which you 
have so greatly contributed. 

“EDWARD, R. I.” 

Soon afterward a notably cordial ca- 
blegram was received from Emperor 
William of Germany. It read: 

“Neues Palace, Aug. 30. 
“President Theodore Roosevelt: 

“Just received cable from America an- 
nouncing agreement of peace confer- 
ence. I'm overjoyed; express most sin- 
cere congratulations at the great suc- 
cess due to your untiring efforts. The 
whole of mankind must unite and will 
do so in thanking you for the great 
boon you have given it.

Ambassador Jusserand of France, sent 
this cablegram:

would not have loaned them the money. 

Q. State if you did not take up an in- 
debtedness of about $66,000 from. the 
Tebo Land & Cattle Co., the stock of 
which was controlled by Salmon & Sal- 
mon'’s Bank, from the Johnson & Lucas 
Trust Co., last December, a few days 
prior to the time the notes you spoke of 
were executed?

The Japanese have proved- themselves the superi- 
ors of the Russians in the making of peace, as well 
as in the making of war. They have proved it by 
the exercise of the highest magnanimity, which is 
the highest wisdom. Their generous concessions to 
Russia in order that peace might be assured and the 
cause of humanity preserved ought to win the 
friendship of Russia, and undoubtedly will gain the 
good will and confidence of the civilized world. 
Peace has been made on the best of terms to render 
it lasting—terms which removed the sense of hu- 
miliation from even the artificial and strained view 
of honor and dignity held by the Russians, and 
which gave the victor the honorable burden of the 
final concession.

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THE ARBITRATION TREATY. 

The progress of the peace movement was made 
evident when Richard Bartholdt presented to the 
executive council of the Interparliamentary Con- 
gress a draft of a model arbitration treaty and a 
plan for a permanent International Parliament. x 

Both these proposals were debated in the Con- 
gress and referred to committees which will report 
in three months and have them ready to submit to 
The Hague Conference, which, it is expected, will 
assemble at the close of the Russo-Japanese war. 

“It is much to have the sentiment of international 
peace crystallized in a definite proposal. This is 
what Mr. Bartholdt has accomplished. The treaty 
provides for the reference of international dis- 
putes to courts of arbitration, and the International 
Parliament, the constitution of which is not given 
out, will no doubt provide means for the expression 
of the international will of the civilized world. 

These definite proposals make a beginning for 
practical work. The movement is no longer in the 
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academic stage, but is one of the forces of interna- 
tional politics. That it will grow in strength until 
it dominates the politics of the world can hardly be 
doubted. 

Much credit for the creation of a condition so 
promising is due Mr. Bartholdt. He drafted the 
treaty and the parliamentary plan, aided chiefly by 
Philip Stanhope and W. R. Crymer, English niem- 
bers of the Union. And although some opposition 
was felt from the German and Italian delegates, to 
arbitration, the general scheme was supperted by 
the Congress, and the committees to which the two 
parts are referred will have them-ready for the 
conference when it is called.- This is practical work 
of a very high order and Mr. Bartholdt is entitled 
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to the credit which belongs to him for the tact, 
intelligence, energy and enthusiasm which have ecn- 
abled him to accomplish the result.

Price Movements. 

Trading was feverish and hea 
the first hour. Persistent realiz de- 
feated efforts to rally prices, and the 
grain carriers and specialties fell sharp- 
ly.

PEACE AFFEGTS MARKETS

BERLIN, Aug. 30.—Brokers summoned 
by telegraph from resorts scattered 
over central Europe crowded the Bourse 
this morning when the opening bell rang 
and quotations began to be marked up.
